Jersey Act Is Gone, But “Purity” Remains 


AST week in England the Racing Calendar 

officially presented the news that the so-called 
Jersey Act had been rescinded by the stud book 
authority. ‘This was the policy by which, for 36 
years, about nine out of ten of the best American- 
bred ‘Thoroughbreds have been denied acceptance 
for breeding purposes in England. A similar policy 
was in effect in France and Argentina, which dom- 
inate breeding in continental Europe and South 
America respectively. 

In the summer of 1948 the French authority 
broke away to the extent of admitting “American” 
strains to a separate section of the stud book. 
While this break with an intolerable tradition was 
made before England’s, it was not executed so 
boldly. In England the new rule has nothing 
to say about a separate section, and presumably 
there is no longer any need for such caution in 
France. 

The new stud book eligibility rule in England, 
as reported in the press, is as follows: 


Any animal claiming admission from now on must be able 
to prove satisfactorily some eight or nine crosses of pure blood, 
to trace back for at least a century, and to show such perform- 
ances of its immediate family on the Turf as to warrant the 
belief in the purity of its blood. 

All the horses and mares which will appear in Volume 32 
will have been submitted to this test, in which the publishers 
reserve to themselves the right of final decision. 


Volume 31 will be published this year. But 
the new rule is effective immediately, and presum- 
ably a few horses of “American” ancestry will be 
accepted into the English registry this year. 

Under the old policy, William Woodward, 
chairman of The Jockey Club in New York, could 
breed in England an Oaks winner, *Hycilla, with 
American ancestry on her dam’s side, But he had 
to bring her back to America before she could be 
officially registered as a Thoroughbred for the pur- 
pose of legitimatizing her offspring. Now, if they 
like, Mr. Woodward, Robert Sterling Clark, and 
other American breeders will find themselves able 
to maintain their stock in England or France for 
two generations or more, without the necessity of 
bringing them home to be registered. 


The new rule is a copy of the one arrived at, 
by various stages, about the end of the last century. 
Except for its use of the words pure and purity, it 
is essentially what THE BLoop-Horse, in its long 
war against the Jersey Act, has advocated. It allows 
freedom to accept horses of good ancestry, regard- 
less of the obscurities of remote pedigrees. It allows 
freedom to exclude horses whose recent ancestral 
credentials are very poor. 

However, it is written in such a way that the 
Messrs. Weatherby, publishers of the General Stud 


Book, may, if they wish, interpret it in exactly 
the same manner as they interpreted the exclusion 
policy proposed by Lord Jersey. In order to make 
such an interpretation they need only to assume 
that purity is impossible without complete British- 
registered ancestry. ‘They are still privileged to 
declare that Lexington, Hanover, Spendthrift, Ben 
Brush, and Domino were of impure blood and that 
their descendants therefore remain ineligible to 
the British registry, 

Presumably no such interpretation is contem- 
plated; otherwise the old exclusion rule would not 
have been changed in the first place. 

But the language is of importance because 
some of the other stud books of the world may be 
expected to bring their own policies in line with 
the new English rule. We hope they will manage 
to contrive their new rules without including any 
reference to purity, for the word is a semantic sink- 
hole under which there is no solid ground. It 
sounds good, but it means nothing. It cannot 
be defined in such a way as to make it useful, and 
therefore should not be used at all. 


If the new rule in England is interpreted liber- 
ally by the stud book authority, it can be made to 
include several of the Irish “half-bred” families, 
either now or within a few generations. On the 
other hand, if they wish to insist that purity is a 
strictly British commodity, they can still exclude 
nine-tenths of the best American horses and prob- 
ably more than half of the best in France. 


Actually the new rule, because it uses unde- 
finable terms, is not a rule at all. It simply takes 
down a section of an iron fence and replaces it 
with a gate which may be locked or unlocked 
according to the fancy of the registrars. From an 
English point of view it represents a vast improve- 
ment over the myopic policy of 1913, since it will 
allow breeders to make use of some of the “impure” 
stock which has been gradually cutting down the 
prestige of the “pure.” 


In the face of reality the old myth of purity 
has been dissipated—after it had done irreparable 
damage, not to American breeding, but to the old 
American strains which it attempted to discredit. 
Other stud books may now be expected, wherever 
necessary, to revise their policies to conform to 
the new British rule. In so doing we hope they 
will not fall again into the same old trap. 


Eligibility to a stud book is not a matter which 
can be settled finally and forever by any generation 
of rule-makers. The gates should always be left 
open for the recognition of genuine merit. And 
merit is no more an evidence of purity of blood 
than purity is an evidence of merit.

One Hitter Outbreaks Himself; 
The Deep Cushion at Aqueduct 


New York 
The Greentree fortunes with the Shev- 
lin Stakes have not been remarkably good. 
In 1939 Third Degree. which John Gaver 
obstinately insisted. all through the days 
of Shut Out and Devil Diver. was the best 
horse he ever trained, got beaten back 
to third. behind Volitant and Golden 
Voyage. though neither had anvthing lke 
as much class. In 1941 Swing and Sway 
had no better fortune. Possibly he was 
not as good as the winner, King Cole. but 
he figured better than the second horse. 
Lord Kitchener. 


In 1943 Famous Victory. which was at 
least a fair horse. went under to Le 
Havre. which hardly was. The stable got 
second the next year too. with Stir Up. 
and whether he was a better horse than 
By Jimminy. which beat him. can be left 
to the reader. By Jimminv was elected. 
in a Turf writers’ poll. as the best 3-vear- 
old of the year, but Stir Up beat him in 
the Empire City Handicap. Tn 1945 Green- 
tree got its third consecutive second place 
with Coincidence. behind Wildlife. 

In 1946 Coincidence just had to win 
the Shevlin. For one thing he was good 
right then. and for another there wasn't 
anvthing in it. But on the morning of 
the race Coincidence came off the training 
track, kickine and playing. and in the 
process he fell down on one of the sur- 
faced roadways and spiked a hind ankle 
with the calk on the other shoe. He had 
to he scratched. and a Greentree cast-off. 
Hadrian. won it. 


Tn 1947 Greentree finally won a Shevlin. 
surely one of the worst. Blue Border had 
onlv Uncle Remus and Flashco to contend 
with and he should have beaten them a 
sixteenth. But this was in his dizzier per- 
iod. and at about the eighth-pole he be- 
gan to look fixedly into the stands, pos- 
sibly frightened by the shouting. With the 
greatest difficulty Ted Atkinson kept him 
from crowding Uncle Remus through the 
fence. and just managed to get him 
straight in the last fifty feet to win by a 
couple of whiskers. 

But the jinx wasn’t broken. Possibly 
heating Uncle Remus doesn’t count with 
a jinx. Last Wednesdav. Greentree had 
One Hitter in the Shevlin. and as the race 
was run he seemed much the hest horse. 
though Colonel Mike. the ultimate winner. 
was the favorite. But One Hitter fell 
practically on his face out of the gate. 
“He broke faster than he could,” was 


Atkinson’s explanation. He was next to 
last when he recovered, and he wasn't 
able to run his sort of race at all. At that, 
he was catching Colonel Mike at the end, 
and was just beaten a neck. 
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It took about as long to cool out At- 
kinson as One Hitter. He thought he had 
the best horse. and while One Hitter’s 
stumble was in no way the jockey’s fault, 
he took the defeat as a personal matter. 
At that he’s had pretty good fortune with 
the Shevlin. Before he joined Greentree 
he’d won three straight renewals. so Blue 
Border’s victory was his fourth. 


SPECIAL. The proposal for a $50.009 
special at Atlantic City for Capot. Pales- 
tinian, and Ponder is no doubt well 
meant. but it seems a very doubtful pros- 
pect in this corner. Isidor Bieber has 
accepted for Palestinian, which seems the 
one horse of the three that can’t win. Tf 
he lays off the pace to wait for Ponder. 
Capot waits in front and wins. and_ if 
Palestinian goes up to carry Capot, Pon- 
der runs over them both. Or at least that’s 
the view from this department. 

Jimmy Jones is quoted from Arlington 
Park as saying a lot of things can happen 
before August 11, which is indubitably 
true. but it doesn’t sound like a man pant- 
ing to go to Atlantic City. John Gaver re- 
fused to make any comment until he 
could talk with his owners. but I’ve sel- 
dom known anyone to sound more luke- 
warm about $50,000. The trouble is that 
if one of the three trains properly for the 
race and the others don’t. why. there he 
is all fitted up and no place to go. There

Legislators Overhaul Racing, 
But Not Much Harm Is Done 


Los ANGELES 

The hot air you may have noticed late- 
ly has been more or the result of 
Sacramento. Politi- 
cians are notorious for both hot air and 
pressure. and never before have so many 
bills adversely affecting racing been in- 
troduced in the State Legislature. 

The atmosphere is beginning to clear 
a bit now. and it is possible to estimate 
what damage. if any. has been done to 
racing. It is not as bad as you might 
have supposed. For a while it looked 
like racing in California—or at least in 
southern California—would not be able to 
It will: but the politicians have 
net done the sport any good, 

For one thing. the bill legalizing pari- 
mutuel wagering on Quarter Horse rac- 
ing becomes law 90 days after the Legisla- 
ture adjourns. Before it was passed it 
was amended in such a way that it will 
affect mainly the people who manage the 
78 county fairs in the State. 

The bill reads that the major race 
tracks may expose their patrons and their 
pari-mutuel equipment to Quarter Horse 
racing if there are sufficient contenders 
the grounds. That leaves it pretty 
much up to them. In the event they de- 
cide to stage an occasional Quarter Horse 
race, they may program an extra Thor- 
oughbred race on that day. 

The bill is more insistent as far as the 
county fair tracks are concerned. It pro- 
vides the management shall stage one or 
more Quarter Horse races if sufficient

be put on by the fairs. 

Sponsor of the Quarter Horse bill was 
Sam L. Collins, of Orange county, speak- 
er of the Assembly. One of the foremost 
backers was State Senator Harold 
(Butch) Powers. prominent rancher and 
speaker of the Senate 
pro-tempore. So, you see, the bill which 
will soon become a law did not lack for 
powerful support in the Legislature. 

Of the 78 county fairs in the State. 
only ten (I believe) are equipped for rac- 
ing and pari-mutuel wagering. There will 
probably be considerable pressure on the 
other fairs to build tracks or install equip- 
ment for Quarter Horse racing and wag- 
ering. Either that, or the Quarter Horse 
people will have to construct their own 
tracks and gamble on building up their 
own clientele and making their sport pay 
its own way. 

As passed by the California Legisla- 
ture. the bill recognizes the American 
Quarter Horse Association as the official 
registry group. This organization, this 
reporter understands. does not see eve to 
eye on a number of matters with the Na- 
tional Quarter Horse Association. The 
former is located in Phoenix, Ariz., and 
the latter has headquarters in Houston, 
Texas. Neither organization, it seems, is 
a registry body insofar as running Quar- 
ter Horses are concerned. Melville C. 
Haskell, recently named chairman of the 
Arizona State Racing Commission, is to 
take an active part in the supervision of 
the sport.

California, the organizations may iron out 
their differences, get together under an 
official registry for running horses. and 
stage some interesting races.

COMPROMISE. Two. other bills of 
much graver concern to everyone inter- 


ested in good racing in southern Califor- 
nia are still pending. One is the so-called 
Collier Bill. which started out to lop off 
an additional $4.000,000 a year in taxes 
from Santa Anita Park and Hollywood 
Park. Perhaps with considerable animos- 
ity in mind, the bill was written to affect 
these two tracks. and onlv these two. Had 
it passed in its original form. the bill 
would have reduced Santa Anita’s share 
of pari-mutuel wagering (based on 1948 
figures) by $2,096.778. Santa Anita’s net 
profit for 1948 was $1.210.000. and was 
considerably less last winter. But, using 
the 1948 figures and applving the arith- 
metic of the original Collier Bill, Santa 
Anita would have operated at a loss of 
almost a million dollars. 

By the same mathematics. the bill 
would have meant too that Hollywood 
Park. destroved by fire last month. would 
never have been rebuilt. Tt hardly woul? 
have come under the heading of good 
business to take an approximate $5.000.. 
000 in (which the track hes 
coming). and add a couple or three mil- 
lions to it to rebuild a track that would 
be prevented. by law, from operating at 
anything but a loss. 

Well, after considerable debate. Senator 
Randolph Collier amended his bill to take 
an additional $1.200,000—instead of an 
estimated $4,000,000—from the two big 
tracks in the State. The bill, in its new 
form, is almost certain to pass. It may 
even be termed a compromise between 
the legislators and the track manage- 
ments. Here is a comparison of how il 
works under the present law, and what 
may be the new law:

Herewith is presented a third installment showing the 
average-earnings index of sires of horses which raced in 1948. 
The index, as explained in previous issues, is estimated by 
dividing the actual earnings first by the year’s average for 
all starters ($2.689). and then dividing this figure (called 
the adjustment) by the number of starters representing the 
sire. 

In effect, the index shows proportion of success to oppor- 
tunity. It is the same figure as would be obtained by dividing 
actual earnings by expected earnings. (Expected earnings is 
here defined, for 1948, as number of starters times $2,689.) 

In the samples of complete records—complete since 1940 
—the adjustment for each year is calculated separately, using 


the average distribution for that year as the divisor for the 
actual earnings.

Coaltown and Citation, 132 


Coaltown and Citation have been 
equally weighted at top impost of 132 
pounds for the $100,000 Hollywood Gold 
Cup to be run July 16, during the Holly- 
wood Park-at-Santa Anita meeting, it 
was announced by John R. Maluvius, rac- 
ing secretary. 

At allotted 132 pounds, the Calumet 
pair has drawn more weight than either 
has ever carried in his racing career. The 
third-highest weight, 123 pounds, goes to 
Fervent, another Calumet entry. Fourth 
on the list is C. V. Whitney’s Phalanx, 
121. A record total of 87 nominations 
have been made. 

In the Starlet Stakes, Hollywood Park 
set a new western record for stakes nomi- 
nations when an even 200 2-year-olds 
were made eligible for the $25,000-added 
race. 

The previous record was made in 1941, 
wien 141 horses were nominated for the 
Santa Anita Derby. The old record for 
Hollywood Park was 136, nominated for 
the Hollywood Lassie Stakes. 

The greatest number of Starlet nomi- 
nations was sent in by Charles S. How- 
ard, California breeder and owner. His 
list of eight juveniles includes two colts 
and a filly by Seabiscuit. Eastern and 
southern sections of the country were 
led in number of nominations by Warren 
Wright’s Calumet Stable. Four sons of 
Bull Lea and a filly by Whirlaway are 
in the group. 


Washington Summer Stakes 


The most notable change in the Long- 
acres stakes program for 1949 is a $5,000 
reduction in the added-money value of 
the Longacres Mile. Run at $10,000 for 
the first eight renewals, the added money 
was doubled in 1945, and kept at that 
figure through 1948. The 1949 event will 
be at $15,000 added. 

The Washington Futurity and_ the 
Washington Championship, both home- 
bred stakes, will be continued with the 
same added value of $5,000. Approxi- 
mately $500,000 will be distributed dur- 
ing the 54-day meeting. According to 
track officials, this figure will represent 
more than 50 per cent of the expected 
pari-mutuel commission. 

Portland Meadows, 200 miles to the 
south, will run in direct competition with 
Longacres for the first time. Also, Exhibi- 
tion Park, in Vancouver, B.C., has been 
granted eight summer weeks. 

The Washington Commission has given 
Longacres permission to use the daily 
double.

THAT THIRD TRACK. Despite bit- 
ter opposition from all over southern Cali- 
fornia. a bill which would make it man- 
datory for the Horse Racing Board to 
issue a permit for a third race track in 
Los Angeles County is still pending. 

This bill. along with the measure known 
as the Collier Bill. were recommended by 
Chairman Loyd Wright of the racing 
board. Wright. it will be recalled. cast 
the dissenting vote in the board’s 2-to-1 
decision against the proposed third race 
track at Puente. Wright’s original pro- 
posal was that the law ought to be clari- 
fied to determine what falls under the 
rather broad term “in the public inter- 
est.” The bill was re-worded and if 
should pass in its present form—which is 
extremely doubtful—the racing board 
could be forced to grant a permit for a 
third race track. 

In his biennial report. Wright also ree- 
ommended that night harness racing be 
legalized. but the motion picture interests. 
apparently. wasted no time in squashing 
the proposal. The bill has been tabled 
by the Assembly’s public morals commit- 
and seemingly will die a harmless 
death. A ridiculous bill that would have 
legalized — off-the-course betting also 
reached a fortunate demise. Another bill

that would have given the racing board 
power to revoke or refuse a license to a 


track engaged in any other business be- 
sides racing has also been tabled. The bill. 
like so many others, was directed at the 
Los Angeles Turf Club, which operates 
Santa Anita during the winter and Lake 
Arrowhead the year around. The bill. 
perhaps. was unconstitutional. Anyway, it 
is tabled now. and the Los Angeles Turf 
Club can branch out into a few more 
outdoor swimming pools. if so moved.

are plenty of stakes to which all three 
are, or can be made, eligible. with the 
assurance that the race will go no matter 
what shows up. As publicity for the race 
tracks, these specials are fine. but they 
don’t often come off and when they do, 
as in the case of the Armed-Assault af- 
fair, nearly everyone wishes they hadn't.
